(10) German Patent Application Publication No. DE 693 08 122 T2, published September 
25, 1997, together with patent family member EP 0 607 720. This document is categorized in the 
German Search Report as a "Y" document with regard to Claims 1 and 26 of the German 
Application, with reference made to Figure 1 of the cited document. Further, Applicant notes 
European Patent No. EP 0 607 720 Bl, issued December 17, 1993, which is identified on its 
Face as an English language family member.
